3. SAUDI ARABIAN FOREIGN MINISTER ON THE PRESIDENT'S VISIT: 

KING FAISAL WILL DEAL WITH THE INTERNATIONAL SITUATION 
AND WAYS OF INCREASING THE ROLE OF AMERICAN EXPERTISE
